Moltl Information luu been received here to tbe
effect tkM tbe Fealaa General O'Neill, wltb a force
«f mea<aumbernot elated), crossed tbe border at
Pembina and seised tUe Canadian Custom Boose
and tbe post ol tbe Hudson Bay Company. Tbey
were afterwards attacked by United states troops
and dispersed, O'Neill being captured. It Is reported
tliat a large party has crossed at St. Joe. Tbe
people of Manitoba are greatly excited, and every
able-bodied man is under arms.

Tbe following, dated St. Paul, 7tb Inst., bas been
gecelved by toe government:.

Fenians, under tbe command of General O'Don-
abne, attempted to cross tbe border line on tbe 5tb
at Georgetown, and on Monday morning captured
the Canadian Custom House and tne Hudson Bay
post at Pembina.
Tbey were attacked and dispersed by United

States troops, and General O'Neill, wno was wltb
them, was taken prisoner, together wltb 200 stand
cf arms. Tbe main body of tbe Fenian army of in¬
vasion bas crossed tnc bolder line near St. Joe,
Minn. United States troops are after tbem, and it
Is reported that all tbe able-bodied men of Manitoba
-are under anus.

Further advices liave been received confirmatory
ol the account of the Fenian attack on Pembina on
*ne 6th inst. Tbey met wlili no resistance there,
lUe place not being garrisoned.

It arpears that O'Donahue ntis been planning an
Attack on Fort Garry all summer, relying upon re*
cewing support from the French ball-breeds. Tbe
raid was intended to Inspire tbem with contidenoe.
Be bas been intriguing with workmen on tbe line
of tue Northern Pacific Railroad, counting on their
help when work on the road stopped. Be Is said
to be accompanied by O'Neill, a Southern general,
and had only about fifty men with him at Pembina,
.a* tbey are now being driven back over the bor¬
der. O'Neill is said to have given himself up.

perhaps too much.at least, those who know him
best say tnat that Is his greatest fault.
Rbportkr.Can you account for General O'Neill's

changing his mind again after having given np
Canadian raiding forever, as he said ?
Fbnian.1 think 1 can, sir. Alter his last Attempt

to invade Canada lie complained that he was shame¬
fully betrayed and abandoned by bis former asso¬
ciates in the "Senate Wing,*' as It was called; and
there Is no doubt whatever that some or them acted
very treacherously towards htm. It was tbey who
first uxtaoed him to undertake that unfortunate
business, aud when he started on it they did all
they could, not only to insure nia failure, but to
make mat failure ridiculous. They Industriously
circulated the story that be was a coward, and their
sneoess in that direction preyed very much on
O'Neill's mind. Whenever that subject came idto his
head he seemed te forget all in a moment his
good resolution or giving up raids, and was con¬
stantly assuring his mends that he would soon find
an opportunity of showing his enemies whether or
not he was insincere or cowardly in bis attempt to
invade Canada, In this respect he reminded me
often of Richard Oarstone, tne ward In Jarndyce
and Jarndyce, and his chancery suit. The result
was the same in both cases. O'Neill saw

he looked for In this Red River movement, and it
has swallowed him.
Reporter.You remarked a while ago that you

knew something or this present raid; may 1 ask you,
sir, to tell me what It is all about r
Fbnlan.Let me see.
A long pause. The Fenian leader laid bis bead

on nis hand and kept up a hard thinking for several
minutes. After a while the reporter said:."In
asking you for thts information, sir, pray do not
suppose that 1 want you to say anything tnat you
should not say- 1 think, however. lr you will allow
me, but, of course, you are the best judge of
this.that, In justice to the organization to wbioh
you belong, the American public ought to be made
fully satisfied as to the extent of your connection
with these raids. 1 think you have a good opportu¬
nity now to set yourseir and your brethren risht on
this matter; for, as 1 told you, I shall publish this
conversation In to morrow's Herald."
Fenian.That's Just what I have been thinking

about, and 1 conclude you are right so tar. Besides,
1 see uo harm In telling the public atl I know on this
sunject. Well, then, let me see; It was about last
February, at all events, it was Immediately after the
arrival of the Fenian exiles in this country.I was in¬
troduced to a gentleman at sweeny's Hotel, in this
city, named

WILLIAM H. O'DONAHOK.
I remembered him as one of the leaders of the in-

surrcction against the Canadian authorities that
took place at Winnipeg, about three years ago.
Donahoe n a tall, slightly mude man, about
thirty-two years of age, with a pale, hand¬
some face and a long, fine beard of a pale
red or yellowish color, tie was a very silent sort of
a man; woula sit for hours in a company of two or
three persons without uttering a word: but he
appeared to be an excellent listener. Be wonld
talk on only one subject, and then only when one
other person was present. He was dressed in a
plain suit of black clothes, with a low-crowned hat,I and be had the mildest looking pair or blue eyes you
ever saw. He was not a priest, however, as 1 saw
stated before and since, I nad a long conversation
with hlin then and several times afterwards. He
told me that, though the rebellion in Wlnnepeg had
been crushed out, and the Canadian authorities had
then supreme control, the people there were by no
means satisfied, and never would be satisfied, with
the Canadian government. He also detailed at
length he grievances, but I forget them now,

I which the Red River people complained of. He
Baid ihey were only waiting lor an opportunity to
break into rebellion again, when there was a
reasonable chance of success; that on account of
the peculiar way in which mey were then situated
they could not reasonably hope (or success unless
that, as Boon as ihey rose in rebellion, they would
receive some aid in men and munitions of war (rom
the outside. Tnis aid he hoped to receive from the
ITuite.1 states, either from the government or the
people, because it was determined that as soon as

had achieved their Independence and maintained it
for a reasonable length ot time they would auk to be
annexed to the United Mate*. It was on that
mission he wan here, ilien, he said, lie had been to
¦Washington.hau just returned from there, in¬
deed.and had received much encouragement aud
hopeful promises lrom several men in high places,
there and elsewhere, who sympathized with ttio
movement. He was then on Ills way back to Win¬
nipeg, to reorganize for a fresh insurrection, lie
was mil ot the fallacies that had time and
agaiu been advanced to show the advan¬
tage to tne Fenian* of having a piece of
American soil which they could call their
own, and from which as a "base" they could fight
the British empire and win easily. Like many others
be labored under the delusion that an opportunity
to send down the British flag "in any gooa cause at
all'' would or should be always enough to draw the
Fenians into the Held. If we would only put our
forces in fifirbting order and move on Winnipeg.
he had a map 01 the route, knew everr inch 01 the
way, ana demonstrated to a dead certainty that
rail u re was impossible.and thus aid in winning
Winnipeg's independence, we might do whatever
we pleased with Winnipeg therealter. He was
profoundly astonished wueu 1 tried to convince
nun that be was quite at sea in his notions of

and prospects, and that he could look for no
aid beyona our prayers in this quarter.
Indeed, he seemed to believe vcl^ firmly
that, whatever the Fenians mignt inave
thought before, he could soon make them
agree with him; and so he disappeared lor a
time. 1 did not see him auain until about May
last, when he returneJ to this city, accompanied
this time by Oeneral O'Neill, it did not take me
long to sec that O'Neill had been badly bitten and
that he then labored under the raiding mania worse
than ever. He used his utmost endeavors with ihe
Fenian Oooncil, collectively and Individually, to get
tliem to entrust him with arms, men and money to
form a brigade on ihe northwest boundary for the
invasion of the Ked River when lus companion,
O'Oonahoe, would have begun the insurrection in
Winnipeg; but be found the Fenians inexorable on
this point, and he thereupon resigued lus place
m their Council, as I have told you, say.
mg he would "go it alone." He vuiy
a^ked then that the Fenian council would not
denounce or oppose the movement, and this re¬
quest was granted on condition that he promised
not to attempt to disturb any ot the Fenian
"circles" wiih ills project. He gave the promise,
and. 1 ain mad to say, he has kept It. He then went
out West, where he delivered a series of lectures
aud privately pushed lus project among all the
sympathizers he could find. He enlisted the sup¬
port of quite a large number or men, I believe. He
purchased aims and ammunition with the money
he made by lecturiug and collected from those who
wished to aid the movement, and you know as
much about the rest as 1 do.
ihe reporter thanked his informant cordially and

withdrew.

was held last night at headquarters to designate the
localities for holding tbe various conventions to
nominate candidates for the forthcoming elections.
There was a large attendance, including Borne of the
chiefs, among them being.Peter B. Sweeney and
others of less prominence.
Mr. w. M. Tweed presided, and on coming for¬

ward was received with applause, lie dived into
the subject a*, once, and commenced by saying that,
notwithstanding the streunous efforts being made
agaiuat them, be would assert from Information re¬ceived from reliable sources that the democraticticket would he triumphantly elected. The demo¬
crats throughout the state were organized anil wellprenared and ready to show mat the great prlncl*pies tney were fighting for must be mnnfalned.(Applause.) The cordiality with which the delega¬tion was received at Rochester was an earnest of thatvictory which should perch upon tne banner* of those
men who were lugbly esteemed and r*«porie i.

(Applause .1 The duty devolved upon them, as well
as npen their friends in the intei lor, to be well
organized.

The entire government of
the State should remain in democratic hands.
(Applause.) To do this it required that every
man should be on the alert, should
speak with his neighbor, and who should
speak with every friend whom he can reach
bj speaking to, in order to show the ne¬
cessity | of coming forward on the day of election
and casting their ballots. Under the new Registry
law those who, by force of circumstances, business,
or engagement, or whose connection with the
mercantile marine, or sickness, prevented
them from registering upon the Friday before
election, wonld be entitled to vote, provided
the circumstances Justified their disability to
reslster. lie therefore trusted that every
member of this committee and every member of
the democratic party would' see that no man lost
his vote through neglect or any other cause by fall¬
ing to register. They knew that the New York
polls, in proportion to its population, cast a much
smaller vote than any other city tn the Union. That
fact had so often been made apparent that he would
not now enter into details or figures, as it was an-
necessary to do so. It therefore behooved them
to see that every man entitled to a vote was broughtforward to the polla on the day of election
and was allowed the privilege of casting
hla ballot. The inestimable privilege of the elective
franchise was one that must be carefully guarded,and no one not entitled to a vote should be per¬
mitted to exercise the privilege. By a little Judg¬
ment and a great deal of hard work the majority for
which New York was so famous could be 1 ncreased.
There was no reason why It should not be and every
reason why it should be. They knew, of course, that
some gentlemen did not feei very well toward the
demoeratio party, as they would not operate wuh
It; but before the election those gentlemen would
return to the fold once more and tuey would be re¬
ceived with a welcome. Now, after this long
speech.It was one of the longest he ever made
(laughter).be trusted that nothing would be left

MR. SEWARD AT HOME
Hia Beception by the People of Auburn.Mr.

Seward's Speech to Hia Fellow Towns¬
men and Neighbors.

Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 12, 187L
Secretary Seward was met at Syracuse by a large

number of personal friends, wlio escorted Him to
Auburn, where the depot was crowded witb citizens,
anxious to see and welcome their dlstmgulsliea
townsman. Reaching his residence he was received
by Mr. Michael S. Myers, who made a brief speech
of welcome, to which Mr. Seward responded as
follows;.
Mr. Myers ahd My Friends.1The words which

too have spoken to me and the pressure of the
hand which you have given me are what 1 knew 1
might expect, ana vet what 1 would have williugly
avoided. 1 have taxed my neighbors and friendci so
often aud so long that I have begun to leel that
wheu 1 go away, at least, that 1 would ilke
to steal away from them, ana to soften the
sadness of parting as the nearest domestic
relations do when tney part; and when I come
back 1 like to go in upou them by surprise, and meet
them in tueir actions, walks aud ways, rather than
to trouble them to come to me. Still it is what has
always happeued to me in the course of so mauy
years whenever I have had occasion to go out of
Auburn, sometimes nearer, sometimes further,
sometimes upon the traU of duty, sometimes of
study, sometimes of laoor, sometimes of public im¬
possibilities aud sometimes ol private interest. I
never was suffered to part from my friends here
without a demonstration ol their atfection. It has
often been my lot to come back among yon.
sometimes from Uelds of achievement, which
have excited or might have excited envy;
sometimes defeated and with mortification;
sometimes with domestic sadness, whicn cannot
lightly be spoken oi, and sometimes with public
anxiety, which cannot be expressed, and yet I
never nave come home without being received as a
neighbor and a friend. Such neighbors deserve all
the affection and an the irratitude that I can pay
them. I can oniy ask you to believe that in all my
wanderings, far and near, there nas not been a day
or hour when I have not remembered thein and
prayed God that what 1 might not be able to do lor
their welfare and happiness might be done by Blm
through other agencies. My rrienas, we are met to¬
gether, I trust, not to part again. I nave had a long
journey, which In lus inception seemed to many cc-
centric; but l trust tuat all my neighbors and
friend* are now satisfied that It was reasonable.
1 found on returning home to the occupations
which were before me, that 1 was expected to enjoy
rest irorn labors and cares which were thought to
have been severe and oppressing; 1 fouud that at
my age and in my condition or health rest waB rnst,
aud noth.ng remained to prevent rust but to keep
in motion. I selected the way that would do the
least harm, give the least offence, enable me to ac¬
quire the most knowledge, and most increase tho
power, if anv remained, to do good. In the course
of my waudeiwgs 1 have seen, not all the nations,
bnt some of tne nations of every race on the earth.

I have looked the whole hamau family in the face,
taken by tne hand and converged with my fellow
man in his lowest degradation and in his highest
stage of civilizatiou. 1 have found no nation so
distant and no race so low that the charactcr of an
American citizeu did not secure to me not merely
Barely, but also respect, consideration and affection.
You may judge, therefore whether in returning to
my own country I have less reason to love and
honor iu My friends ana neighbors, 1 have tres¬
passed beyond your patience an l inv own strength
in speaking these words to you. 1 give you ray siu-
cere and heartfelt thanks, and hope to-morrow and
on early future aays to learn that happiness has
been in all your dwellings, aud that all the enter¬
prises In which you are engaged have nc.-n rrowued
with success, as I know tney will lie. and at ail your
firesides, during the long winter belore us, tne same
affection and friendship which has been the great
happiness of my life.

He said if reronn shouta commence Itshould be in improving that pomon oi the city.Mr. Wood spoke about Glteeu tumuies, ana was re¬
peatedly applauded.
